Frauds l>y a II. S. Consul, 

Brussels, Aug. 3.— The Independence 
Belgo, of this city, says that the frauds per- 
petrated by Henry B. Ryder, United States 
consul at Copenhagen, who is now under 
urrest there, amount to 200,000 kroner. In 
response to u telegram from the Danish gov- 
ernment, the United States authorities have 
cabled to the officials at Copenhagen to pro 
ceed with the case, prove the allegations 
against the consul and render judgment in 
the case in accordance with tho Danish law. 
It is said the mode of living of Consul 
Ryder and his wife has been very extrava- 
gant. 

French Klectton llomlt*. 

PARIS, Aug. 3. — The view taken by tho 
Republican journals regarding the results of 
the tri-annual elections held in the provinces 
for members of the Councils General, on 
Sunday last, is that they constitute a crush- 
ing defeat to the enemies of tho Republic. 
The Conservative newspapers argued that 
the victory was achieved by tho fact that 
the wavering ones rallied to Ihe support of 
the Republic. 

Consular Interference Denied. 

London, Aug. 'J.—Tho Chronicle nays 
that tho report is not true that the British 
Minister at Stockholm assisted tho King to 
intimidate the Norwegians, who were ask- 
ing for a separate consular service from that 
of Sweden, by telling the King thut Lord 
Salisbury considered it impossible to deal 
with separate consuls. The Swedish court 
organs assert that Norway's demand was 
due to the action of the British Minister, 
who thinks that his staff would be over- 
worked if worried by a duplex consular 
service. It is feared that the minister, while 
recently visiting Norway, gave the leaders 
there the impression that the English for- 
eign ollicu would boycott the Norwegian 
consuls. The Chronicle recalls the -Saek- 
ville-West affair as a parallel case and urges 
Lord Salisbury to order tho minister ut 
Stockholm to publicly deny the reports. 

Defrauding marine 1'iidcrwrltern. 

London, Aug. 2. — Lambert Barron and 
John Machattie, who, with two grooms, 
were indicted on Saturday last for conspir- 
ing to defraud foreign marine insurance 
companies by shipping horses to America, 
after getting a heavy insurance on the ani- 
mals and having them poisoned while on 
tho voyage, were convicted to day. Barron 
and Machattie were nentu? ed to one year's 
imprisonment and to pay a tine of §1,000 
each. The grooms were also convicted and 
sentenced to imprisonment for three months. 

Gladstone Confer* With McCarthy. 

London, Aug. .'1. — This morning, for the 
first time since his recent attack of illness, 
Mr. Gladstone left the house and took a 
drive. During the day he conferred for an 
hour with Justin McCarthy and John Dil- 
lon, and attended to other business. 

Klectlou Contests Dropped. 

London, Aug. 3. — The election petition 
against the seating of H. Smith Wright, to 
whom the poll in South Nottingham gave a 
majority of 83 over J. Fletcher Moulton, 
Liberal, has been abandoned. The plan of 
the Conservatives to bring a similar peti- 
tion against the seating of Arnold Morley, 
Liberal, in East Nottingham, has also been 
dropped. 

Berlin's World's Fair I»cad. 

Berlin, Aug. 3.— The project for a 
World's Fair in Berlin is now considered 
practically dead. The idea of an Austro- 
German Universal Exposition is gaining 
favor, and seems likely to take tho place of 
the Berlin enterprise entirely. Whether it 
will in tut have to give way before the 
formidable attractions of tho Paris Exposi- 
tion is yet a dsbateable question. 

A Heavy Defaulter.

ber, 1S70, was nominated by Sir Roderick 
Murchison as first occupant of tho new 
chair of geology and mineralogy founded in 
the University of Edinburgh by Sir Roder- 
ick and tho Crown.

London, Aug. .1.— Tho Queen will send 
to the Chicago World's Fair the map by 
Leonardo de Vinci, which was tho first to 
show tho name "America." 



DULLNESS IN HAWAII. 

Business at a Standstill, with No Prospect of 
a Revival. 

San Francisco, Aug. 3. — The steamer 
Oceanic, which arrived from the Orient via 
Honolulu, to day, reports all quiet at the 
latter place. Business is at a standstill, 
and there seemed to bo no immediate pros- 
pect of a revival of trade. The Attorney- 
General is the only cabinet minister who 
has resigned, but ho is holding ollice at the 
request of the Queen. Judge J. N. David- 
son, of tho Hawaiian Supreme Court, who 
was a passenger on the steamer, when aBked 
if it was true that the British cruiser Cham- 
pion had left Honolulu to take possession of 
Johnston Island, Baid : "The Champion 
left for a cruise among tho isjandj, but if 
sho was to seize any one particular group it 
is more than anyone in Hawaii knows. I 
do not think there is a word of truth in the 
story.!'

\ot In Contravention. 

London, Aug. 12. — The appeal in the case 
iff the Bishop of Lincoln, Dr. King, who 
was placed on trial before tho Archbishop 
of Canterbury, in 1890, was, to-day, dis- 
missed on all points. Bishop King was 
charged by an evangelical organization, 
known as ■■ Tho Church Association," which 
acted at tho instance of certain "aggrieved 
parishioners,'' with contravention of the 
statutes of the Church of England with 
regard to certain observances. The charges 
were connected with tho administration by 
him of tho holy communion at St. Peter's 
church, Grantham, and in Lincoln Cathe 
dial, December, 1887. 

Ulie ICrltlsli Association, 

London, Aug. 3.— The annual meeting 
of the liiitish Association for tho advance- 
ment of science wus opened ut Edinburgh, 
to-day. The address of tho President, Sir 
Archibald (leikie, F. R. S , was devoted 
ohiefly to tho achievements of the past year 
in the domain of geology and astronomy. 
The real work of the meeting begins, to- 
morrow. Sir Archibald is a Fellow of the 
Royal Societies of London and Edinburgh, 
of the Geological Society of London, & :.; is 
tho author of various geological memo A in 
the Quarterly Journal of the Geological 
Society, in the transactions nf the lioyal 
Society of Edinburgh, in "Memoirs of the 
Geological Survey," in tho Quarterly and 
North British Review, in nature, as well as 
of n variety of works, He wan uesociuted 
with Sir Roderick Murohison in tho So t- 
ti-h Highlands, in the preparation of a 
memoir ol that district, and of a new geo'o 
giotl map of Scotland, both published in 
1801. On the extension of the geological 
survey, in 1807, ho was appointed director 
of the Burvey of Scotland ; and in Deoem- 



LONDON, Aug. — One of tho first prob- 
lems which will confront Rt. Hon. Mr. 
Gladstone, even while he is in the throes of 
domestic political perplexity will be that of 
calling Russia to account for her encroach- 
ment upon the disputed Pamir territory, so 
long a field of contention between Great 
Britain and tho great empiro of 
the North, and iucidentally between 
both theeo powers and Chiua. Though 
Lord Salisbury is ao soon to retire, tem- 
porarily at least, from office, ho has not 
hesitated to take tho initial steps in solicit- 
ing a definition of the plateau us far as the 
Hindoo Koosh. It is a tradition of the 
British administration that, except in the 
rarest circumstances, the foreign policy of 
the Queen remains unchanged by reason of 
any shifting of Ministers, brought about by 
tho mutualious of domestic politics, so that 
it wus quite within the course of 
precedent for tho Conservative Premier 
to tako the lirst steps in the 
diplomatic combat which Mr. Gladstone 
will doubtless have to carry on to a conclu- 
sion. The news which a few days ago sur- 
prised tho general public in regard to Rus^ 
a's forward movement was not so much of 
surprise to the officials at the Foreign 
Private advices had recently been 
received thero which pointed to the proba- 
bility of such operations on the part of 
Russia. Tho Indian Government had 
also been kept fully informed of what 
was brewing iu tho Pamirs, its information 
coining childly through the Ameer, wiio has, 
of late, shown moro anxiety than ever to 
have England interfere to check Russia's 
aggression, though ho would prefor that the 
check should be applied by diplomacy be- 
tween London and St. Petersburg without a 
visible show of British troops on his borders 
that can cause his murmuring subjects to 
believe that he is not able, single-handed, 
to stop Russia's advance. 

Lord Salisbury, some time ago, sent an 
Indian corps of observation to tho Pamir 
region, not with a view to interfering in 
any way with the status, but for the pur- 
pose of advising the Indian Government of 
the exuefc situation and enabling it to make 
adequate preparations to meet further de 
velopments. Lord Salisbury h is been deter- 
mined to abide by the strategic frontier de- 
fined by Karl Beucousfield. It is understand 
that this afternoon Lord Salisbury, who is at 
Osborne conferring with tho Queen, took 
tho step before alluded to of sending a diplo- 
matic note to St. Petersburg asking for an 
explanation of that government's movements 
in the Pumir, and at the same time 
drawing attention to the assurances given 
by Russia at tho timo of the incident 
which caused the threatening situation on 
the Afghan frontier a few years ago. By 
the time a reply is received to this note, 
Mr. Gladstone will probably be in power. 

Some Conservative papers affect to ven- 
ture to hint that the Russian advance at 
this particular time is due to the knowledge 
that a Liberal Government, is about to take 
charge in England, but this is a mere par- 
tisan rancor, as the advance in the PamL 
most have been projected before the results 
of the English elections were known in St. 
Petersburg. 



{From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Aug. 3.— Sir John Caldwell 
Abbott 1ms evidently curtailed his holiday 
rest far within tho requirements of his 
health. Since his roturn, on Monday, the 
Premier hus been almost incessantly in his 
office with the result that, this afternooo, 
he was obliged to desist, being overcome by 
a feeling of dizziness, the result of mental 
fatigue. When ho reached his chamber, a 
doctor was consulted, who found the 
Premier weak but rallying, and prescribed 
absolute rest. Sir John will bo able to 
drive out to morrow, but he will not be 
permitted to resume work for probably a 
week. 

The forthcoming visit of Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell, Minister of Militia, and Major- 
General Herbert to Victoria, B. C, will re- 
sult in the adoption of Borne arrangement 
with the Imperial authorities respecting 
Pacific Coast defence. Tho necessity for 
taking action was more than once urged 
upon the ex-Miuister of War, Sir Adolpho 
Caron. Thus far the two Governments 
have not come to any decision as to the 
relative burdens to be assumed by each. 
The proposed plans embraco elaborate de- 
fences, including island batteries at Van- 
couver and Victoria, as well as ut tho Diy 
Dock at Esquimalt. Tho maintenance of 
tho works will probably devolve upon the 
Dominion, but Great Britain will supply 
tho armaments.

The Wheat Export for tho Year Compared 
With Last Season— No Cause 
for Alarm. 

(Special to tho Colonist.) 
Winnipeg, Aug. 3.— The officials of the 
C. P. R. are not worcymg over the resolu- 
tion regarding railways which Senator 
Higgius has offered for consideration in the 
United States Senate. President Van 
Home is particularly cool and collected. 
The resolution, he says, calls for only facts, 
and no doubt care will bo taken that these 
facts are supplied to Senaior Higgins and 
others interested in the question, This be- 
ing the cas<, and as the Canadian Pucitic 
people are not afraid of any facts that may 
come out, the president appears to think 
that no cause for alarm exists at the present 
time. 

Returns from all grain merchants show 
that up to yesterday a little over 8,000,000 
bushels has been exported, against a little 
over 4,250,000 bushels for the same period 
last year.

CHRISTOPHER COLUMBUS- 

Imposing Celebrations In nonor of the Great 
Discoverer— Telling- Tubleaui. 

Madrid, Aug. 3. — Tho ceremonies at 
Huelva, commemorative of the sailing of 
Columbus from that port, just 400 years ago 
to-day, were conducted under tho most aus- 
picious circumstances, the weather being alb 
that could be wished for, and the represen- 
tation from foreign countries even larger 
than had been expected. The day was 
opened with a salute at sunrise from the 24 
warships lying in the harbor, representing 
the navies of the United States, England, 
Italy, France, Spain, Holland, Portugal, 
Austria, Greece, Mexico, Brazil and the 

tious wero of an unusually brilliant 
order and occupied the entire morning. 
Later in the day there was a great historical 
procession, illustrating four events of the 
time of Columbus. Tho first was tho con- 
quest of Granada, in which Boabdil, the last 
King of Granada, was represented. Tho 
second waa the departure of Columbus, 
whose three vessols, Niuo, Pinto and Santa 
Maria, were reproduced exactly as they 
were 100 years ago, and wore drawn on cars. 
TKe third tableau was the court of King 
Ferdinand and Queen Isabella, and tho 
fourth the reception of Columbus on his 
return from his first voyage of discovery. 
A still more imposing celebration will take 
place in Madrid on the 12th of September, 
when a great exposition will be opened, and 
will continue until the end of the vear.

Spinks and .McKay Released — New 
Steamer Service Retwccii Van- 
couver anil Nanaimo. 

Attempted Suicide at New Westmin- 
ster— "Okanagan City" Laid Out 
—Tried for Cruelty. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
YANCOUYEIE. 

VANCOUVER, Aug, 3. — Magistrates M. A. 
MacLe&n and Fred Sohofielil, with Captain 
Mellon, Nautical Assessor, aro engaged in 
hearing charges made by the sailors of tlio 
Uritish hark Zahena Go wily, now loading 
lumber at the Hastings Mill, against Capt- 
Manning, the master. There aro in all ten 
caacs, and in each case there aro 10 wit- 
nesses, mating a hundred witnesses in all. 
Tho charges aro that the captain ill-treated 
the men, used abusive language, and gavo 
them bad food, and one man swore that he 
Was in danger of his life. Tho crew wish to 
be paid off hero for these reasons. 

Yesterday afternoon a general meeting of 
the shareholders of tho Mainland and 
Nanaimo Steam Navigation Company was 
hold in New Westminster. The company 
decided to borrow money to purchase the 
steamer Robert Dunsmuir, and the question 
of the establishment of a daily sorrico be- 
tween Vancouver and Nanaimo and West- 
minster and Vancouver, was discussed at 
length. The mattor was finally left in the 
hands of the directors, and moat probably 
the steamship City of Nanaimo will com- 
mence shortly to make daily trips between 
Vancouver and Nanaimo, connecting hero 
with tho steamer Robert Dunsmuir, which 
•will make daily trips between Westminster 
and FruBer river points and Vancouver. 

It was stateed, yesterday, that Hon. 
Theo. Davie had telegraphed for full par- 
ticulars of the case of assault against Dr. 
Stoker, who was sentenced to pay a tine of 
$5, with tho option of 30 days In jail. 

The important cases of Spiuks and Mc- 
Kay, tho former for controversion of Pro- 
vincial regulations, the l»t tor for aiding 
and abetting tho same, hove fallen through, 
Magistrates McLean and Jordan acquitting 
the prisoners. Tho indictment made out by 
the city solicitors did not accuse the defend- 
ants of an infraction of the city by-laws, or 
the case might have been different. Justice 
of the Peace M. A. McLean delivered judg- 
ment. "It was not a question whether 
Victoria was infected or not although it had 
been held by Justico Wulkem afterwards 
that it was not. Under tho regulations tho 
only ono to whom power could be delegated 
to stop Spinks was a duly qualified phy- 
sician." 

" None such had been appointed till nine 
hours after the boat arrived. No ono else 
could act during tho epidemic. Clause 41, 
adopting the by-laws containing the proviso 
that the health inspector could act in place 
of a qualified physician might apply in or- 
dinary times, but not in times of epidemic." 
Jordan assented and said Spinks had a clean 
bill of health. If a medical officer had gone 
on board he could not properly have detained 
kirn. Though lawyer McGee took all the 
afternoon to put a single point on which tho 
case balanced, beforo the magistrate, which 
could have been delivered iu five minutes, 
ho deserves credit for securing an honorable 
acquittal for his clients, the case being ono 
of great importance and universal interest. 

Evans, Coleman & Evana' new dock is 
completed. It has a frontage of "IS feet 
and cost §12,000. More wkarf room is still 
needed, particularly at the C. P. U. docks. 
On Sunday last tho Empress, Cutch, 
Yosomite, Islander and Wilmington at- 
tempted to tie up at tho C. P. R. wharf. 
The last named boat had to make way for 
the others, each boat being welded in, bow on. 

The Haytian Republic is loading China 
freight for Portland. 

Pour hundred people bathed at English 
bay on Tuesday. There were six bath 
houses among the party, on a beach, a 
qucrter of a mile long. Tho city fathers 
say they will attend to it next year and 
mako extensions. 

During July soventeen cases were dis- 
chargsd from the city hospital; two died, 
and sixteen are under treatment. 

Mr. C. B. Macneill, of Prince Edward Is- 
land, and family, arrived yesterday. He 
will take up his residence and profession in 
the city. 

Tho rir3t reading of the Northern Pacific 
railroad by-law takes place on Monday. It 
wa» to havo been introduced at tho last 
regular meeting of council, but was delayed 
through a legal technicality. Real estato 
men are watching tho movement of tho new 
road with great interest. 

Messrs. Stickles, Curtis and the late 
Messrs. McDonald and Pleaco were each re- 
moved from a different hotel in tho city, 
suffering with smallpox. Only one of these 
establishments, tho Hotel Europe, was 
quarantined. 

Mrs. Birt addressed a meeting iu the 
First Presbyterian church, this evening, for 
the purpose of inducing Vancouvorites to 
engage servant giila from Miss McPherson's 
Knowlton Ilomc. 

A million and a half feet of lumber was 
all that was shipped from this port during 
July. 

Owing to the dull times arising from the 
•smallpox scare and quarantine, tho city 
authorities are showing leniency to tax- 
payers. 

The Park commissioners and Jockey club 
are busy laying out tho raco track. 

John Rea has been returned to tho South 
Vancouver Council Hoard, in place of Coun- 
cillor Wilson, deceased. 

Capt. Marshall, R.N.R., will open the 
Sailor's Home on Thursday. 

Tho C.P.R. pays §300 of the expenses in- 
curred by the Chinese quarantine. Tho 
total cost, so far to tho city in keeping the 
smallpox under check is $3,500. It will 
reach $10,000.

The steamers aro doing an increasing 



business, tho movement of produce having 
fairly commenced. 

The splendid harvest weather of the past 
work has been made good use of by the 
farmers, who have been abln to cut and 
house tho larger portion of their bay crop 
in good condition. The yield is largo iu 
most parts of tho district, and in some sec- 
tions over tho average. Grain, generally, 
is headed out, and tho eailiest crops will be 
ready for the reaper within two -weeks if 
warm weather continues. Potatoes and 
other roots never looked better than at 
present. 

Notwithstanding expectations to the con 
trary earlier in tho season, the supply of 
small fruits has not equalled the demand. 
Strawberries, raspberries and cherries all 
suffered from tho long-continued rainy spell 
and tho yield was considerably below the 
average. Plums, peaches, apricots, pears 
and apples promise exceedingly well, and 
there is likely to be an abundant supply. 
Reports from all parts of tho district say 
the plum crop, especially, this season, will 
be one of tho heaviest on record, though it 
will be a few weeks later. In souiu orchards 
it has been found necessary to strip nearly 
half the fruit from the trees to prevent the 
branches being broken by tho weight. 

OKANACAN CITY. 

(From tho Vernon N'ows.) 
Following close on tho announcement that 
the C.P.R. would luy off a townsito at Pen- 
ticton, comes tho information that influen- 
tial Victoria capitalists were about to divide 
their property ut the foot of Dog lake into 
town lota and plttio them on tho market uu- 
dor tho name of "Okauagau City." Tho 
location is certainly the most central in the 
lower country, and it has every show for 
being tho distributing point for ;the soverul 
mining camps in tho district. Its advan- 
tages are : beauty of scenery, water-power, 
foot of navigation (when the canal between 
the lakes is constructed), proximity to coal 
beds and to tho mines, and picturesque 
natural location. It is also the objective 
point of Cot-bin's Spokane railroad, to con- 
nect with tho C. P. R. steamers on the lake. 
Tho townsito has been likened to that of 
Great Fulls, Montana, which a fow years 
ago had not a resident and now has upwards 
of 8,000, the resources of tho surrounding 
country being also similar. Prof. Davidson, 
F.U.S. , who was recently visiting tho mines 
in this section, gives his opinion that the 
mines hero are even more promising than 
those of Kootouay, and certainly more actual 
work is being done on the claims, which can 
be worked all the year. Okanogan City is 
likely to be one of the few townsitea to de- 
velop into a populous centre without being 
boomed. 




HOUSE OF REPRESESTATIVES. 

Discussion on the Charts Made by Mr. Wat- 
son Against lirother Members. 

Washington City, Aug. 3. — At yester- 
day's session of the special committee for 
the investigation of tho charges of Repre- 
sentative Watson, of Georgia, that members 
had been seen intoxicated on tho floor of the 
House, Representative Cobb, of Alabama, 
made an explanation regarding an accusa- 
tion that ho wus intoxicated wdiile delivering 
an asldress in the House on tho Noyes- 
Rockwell election case. Judge Cobb said 
that on that occasion ho was as sober as 
ever he was in his life. He said ho had 
been affected with throat trouble and to re- 
lieve it had told an employe to send to his 
desk, during his address, a cup 
of beef tea, as he wanted a warm 
liquid. This was done, and the beef 
relieving him, a page was sent from time to 
time to fiavo tho cold liquid ohanged to 
warm. In ono instance, at the suggestion 
of a frioud sitting close by, a little whiskey 
was brought him as a stimulant. Thi« he 
sipped, aud he did not think that it changed 
his voice or manner, If there was anything 
unusual in his manner, it resulted from anx- 
iety to put the legal points in his address 
beforo tho House, and also to finish, that he 
may have been irritatod by frequent inter- 
ruptions. Chairman • Boatner and Repre- 
sentative Watson had a somewhat warm 
war of words during tho session over a re- 
mark of the latter, that he did not think 
the chairman was treating him respect- 
fully. The committee will meet again on 
Thursday, 

HOMESTEAD OUTCOMES. 

Not True thaCOarnegle Will : Withdraw His 
Benefactions— Charges of.Munler. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 3. — The Commercial 
Gazette says Andrew Carnegio will.himself 
withdraw his magnificent donation to the 
city of Pittsburg, in the event of the coun- 
cil taking official notico of the resolutions 
passed from time to time during the past 
month by trades unions, requesting that 
body to return the millionaire steel king's 
donation. The reasons assigned are that 
Carnegie is on his metal, and would regard 
any official action taken upon those varied 
resolutions as a personal insult, hacked by 
base ingratitude. 

Secretary Lovejoy gives an official and 
emphatic denial to tho story that Andrew 
Carnegie will withhold bis gift to the eity. 
There is not ono word of truth, he says, in 
tho story that Carnegie is angry. Such 
talk is tho veriest nonsense. It has not 
been talked of here, aud I am confident the 
author of the story did not get the state- 
ment from anyone connected with Mr. Car- 
negio.

Caucasus in July. 

London, Aug. 3.— The Chronicle's St. 
Petersburg correspondent learns that ovor 
60,000 persons died of cholera in the Russian 
Caucasus iu July. A dispatch to tho Times 
from Teheran, Persia, says ; Medical re- 
ports show 5,000 persons died of cholera in 
Meshed In Juno and July, being .30 per 
cent, of the number of persons attacked 
last week. 

St. Petkrsburo, Aug. 2. — It is again re- 
ported that cholera has appeared in Mos. 
cow. Tho epidemic iii decreasing in the 
Volga district, but is increasing in the Don 
territory. The diseaso has furthor ad- 
vanced in Central Russia.

part of tho Empire surplus labor to apply 
to surplus resources in another, and plant- 
ing a seed that would develop into a system 
of colonization within the Empire capable 
of indefinite extension in the 'various ave- 
nues of Colonial industry. 

For Mr. Robson was no pinchbeck poli- 
tician with a vision confined to his own 
littlo province. A lover of his province, of 
the Dominion, and of the Empire, his ideas 
centred in the Imperial greatness of Britain, 
he felt that his duty lay in making llritish 
Columbia, by her own development, contri- 
bute her quota— recognizing that in her re- 
sources and iu her geographical situation 
his province commanded a position second 
to no other portion of the British heritage. 
No better illustration of this largo-minded- 
ncss of the deceased Premier could be found 
than the hitherto unpublished letter ho 
added to Sir John Macdonald in October, 
1890, when Canada wus smarting under tho 
first blows of the MoKinley tariff. In tho 
letter he pointed out that though the 
"National Policy" had borne heavily upon 
the people of the province, in the interest 
of the whole Dominion they had loyally 
submitted without complaint. But now 
came the "crowning act of unneighborly 
and unnatural restriction" in tho form ot 
the MoKinley tariff, by which the tide in 
Canada's history might be Drought to tho 
flood- 
Will Canada (he proceeded) seize her op- 
portunity '! How shall it be done? 1 re- 
spectfully submit that the early establish- 
ment of just such facilities for inter-com- 
munication between tho Mother Country 
and her great dependencies, and countries 
with which it may reasonably he hoped to 
form extensive commercial relations and in- 
terchange of commodities, such a3 Canada 
and Australasia, and China and Japan, 
must become a powerful factor in accom- 
plishing that object. The time and circum- 
stances would, in every respect, seem most 
opportune for launching out upon a bold 
self-reliant policy— a policy in which, if I 
do not misread the temper of the Mother 
Land,, Canada may confidently count upon 
having the United Kingdom at her back, 
both in sympathy and substantial assist- 
ance. Nothing could more tend to tho 
political strengthening and consolidation of 
the Empire ; and I would earnestly, but 
respectfully, urge you to seize upon the 
present opportunity to place Canada in a 
position that shall make her less dependent 
for trade upon her capricious and un- 
friendly neighbor, and more becoming her 
own importance and possibilities.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



THE LATE MR. ROBSON. 

"Not a Pinch-Beck Politician with a Vision 
Confined to His Own Province." 

(Canadian Gazette, July 14.) 
As one whose privilege it was to bco much 
of tho late lamented Premier of British 
Columbia, you will perhaps allow me to add 
one or two words to the kindly and appre- 
ciative references of yourself and Mr. liee- 
ton, tho Agent-General. You both say, 
rightly enough, that Mr. Rolison's hopes 
were, during the last few weeks of his life, 
wrapped up in tho efforts to promote the 
material development of his adopted pro- 
vince. Thirty-three years of British Co- 
lumbia life had revealed to him the immense 
undeveloped resources of the Pacific Pro- 
vince. He bad seen some progress made in 
agriculture; efforts more or less successful 
had with his active co-operation been made to 
grapple with mining in its different branches; 
he hud seen mills erected to deal with the 
lumber industry, and canneries established 
to turn to account the extraordinary run of 
salmon in the mainland rivers. He had also 
seen with pride the establishment of a trans- 
continental line of railway with steamship 
connections on the Pacific. But with it all 
he recognized that the great need uf British 
Columbia was population, and especially a 
population able to draw from tho ocean the 
vast stores of food which swarmed around 
the islands of the Province. Men and 
means were requisite— men to tho manner 
born; and in the overcrowded fishing com- 
munities of the Mother Country ho recog- 
nized tho best source of supply. Means 
adequate to the task of handling these pro- 
duets would be forthcoming on sufficient 
inducement— hence the formulation of the 
scheme which by Acts of Parliament iu 
British Columbia and in England has now 
been placed on the road to realization, and for 
the perfection of which Mr. Kobson spent 
his lust energies. Those who knew him 
best were aware of the lligh-soulod motives 
which guided him in working out the 
scheme which may be said to have cost him 
his life. In it he recognized, as he told a 
representative of the Canadian Gazette only 
a few days before his death, tho means of 
binding more closely together tho Mother 
Country und Canada, hy drawing from one

EFFECTS OF A FORCE BILL IN THE 
SOU HI. 



What would be the direct and immediate 
effects of a Force bill carried into execution 
in the Southern States ? Mr. Hoke Smith, 
president of tho Hoard of Education of At- 
lanta, answers this question in a brief and 
sharp article in the August number of The 
Forum. A'ter showing that, in his opinion 
at least, the law would be unconstitutional, 
and after showing that its expense would lie 
not less than $10,000,000 for every election 
and would bring into existence at least 
350,000 new officeholders, he proceeds to 
show that no greater calamity would befall 
the Negro, for whose benefit it is argued 
such a hill is needed. The development of 
the Negro depends absolutely upon the 
kind feeling which exists between the two 
races in the South. The enactment 
of a Force bill would at once 
inspire tho Negroes with an un- 
due attention to politics, anil this, in turn, 
would inspire tho more emotional of the 
white population with less kindly feelings 
toward the blacks, and with these results 
there would bo in the South a re-enactment 
of all the occurrences of tho reconstruction 
period. 

This Mr. Smith regards as a sufficient ar- 
gument in itself against even agitation for 
another Force Bill, but he ^oes much fur- 
ther, lie maintains that the industrial con- 
dition of the negro would bo made mater- 
ially worse, that he would become a loss 
industrious laborer in the cotton fields, be- 
cause he then was much less industrious 
than he has been since ; und that in this 
way the agriculture of tho South would ho 
seriously impaired, and the whole country 
would feel tho commercial depression iu 
consequence of tho socia', political and in- 
dustrial confusion that a Forco Bill would 
work in tho Southern States. The facts 
and figures given by Mr. Smith are a full 
presentation of the whole Southern argu- 
ment along every lino of thought against 
even the agitation of such a measure.

GENEROUS A LDERMEX. 

TlieCity Council wero in a generous mood 
on Tuesday evening. They voted away 
$22G,f>91 of the ratepayers money with a 
light heart. The §65,000 voted for health 
purposes may possibly be required before 
tho present visitation lias passed away, aud 
tho small items for streets, education, etc, 
are, no doubt, needed. But tho ratepayers 
will have to be convinced that the $50,01)0 
asked "for surface drainage will not be 
worse than wanted before they will consent 
to entrust tho Council with the money. 
" Surface drainage " is rather an indefinite 
phrase. The citizens would like to know 
what the Council mean by it. Large sums 
are being expended for the construction of 
sewers, and it would bo satisfactory to 
know if the surface drains to be made with 
this fifty thousand dollars are not intended 
to do duty as sewers, and will not he super- 
seded when the sewers are in opera- 
tion? That is quite too large a 
sum to bo expended on drains 
that are not to he permanent. The Coun- 
cil may have good reasons for asking for 
this fifty thousand dollars, and it is possible 
that it may be profitably expended ; but if 
tho Council expects to got the money, they 
must convince tho ratepayers that the 
money is required and that it will he judic- 
iously expended. 

Wc are completely at a loss to seo why 
so large a sum as $100,000 is required " in 
add of a City Hospital." No ono in the city 
has asked for a City Hospital. The citizen 8 
consider that the hospital accommodation 
accessible to them is Bullieient for their 
needs for many a long day to come. A 
contagious diseases' hospital is certainly 
• needed, but tbo erection und furnishing 
such a hospital would not require much 
more than Lite tenth part of one hundred 
thousand dollars, if so much. To ask the 
ratepayers to empower the Corporation to 
establish what might with any degree of 
propriety be called a City Hospital is simply 
a preposterous request. .Such a hospital is 
not needed, and tho city could hardly uf- 
ford to build it just now if it were needed. 

liefore the Mayor and Dr. Milne disagreed 
with the Provincial Health oilicer as to the 
best means of stamping out the smallpox, 
no one dreamt of establishing a City Hos- 
pital. If the proposal to build ono wore 
made a month ago the Mayor, we are quite 
certain, would be the first man iu the city 
to oppose it aud to demonstrate its absur- 
dity. Since tho municipal authorities have 
failed to co-operate heartily with the Pro- 
vincial authorities on this most important 
mutter of stamping out the smallpox, the 
notion has entered the heads of somo of the 
City Fathers that they must have a hospital 
of their own to manage as they pleuse. 

If tho Mayor and Aldermen and City 
Health officer had determined to build und 
furnish tho hospital at their own expense the 
ratepayers might look on with amusement 
to see how the costly way of gratifying their 
apico and Si healing their shattered vanity 
would end, but as they propose to wreak 
their vengeance on the Provincial autbot ities 
at tho etcpense of the taxpayers they will 
find there is a very serious orror somewhere 
in their calculations. 

Tho ratepayers have no idea of paying 
^4,500 u year for an indefinite number of 
years, and incurring large expenses besides, 
for no other purpose than to holp tho 
3lt<yur ar,d Dr. Milne to get what they 
foolishly consider even with tho Premier 
and the Provincial Health Officer. 

How any of tho City Councillors wero 
prevailed upon to back tho Mayor and Dr. 
Milne up in this absurd project, is more 
than wo can comprehend, They have, por- 
Imps, found out by this time that they have 
made a serious mistake They cannot help 
seeing that tho citizens In general regard 
the scheme of building a city hospital as 
simply ridiculous. They will, if tltey aro 
wise, drop the project at once and permit 
Mayor Boaven and Dr. Miluo to fight out 
their own buttles at their own expense, for 



they may depend upon it that is what in 
tho end the ratopayors will do. They are 
not bo simplo as to be cajoled into contract- 
ing a largo debt, aud adding considerably 
to their own aud their children's burdens, 
simply to find a salvo ' for the wounded 
dignity of our civic authorities. 



PLAIN ST A TEMENTS. 

The Colon"ist did not "insinuate" that 
the Local Board of Health, otherwise tho 
City Council, refused to provide supplies 
for tho suspect station. The Colonist in- 
sinuated nothing. The statements it 
made were plain und direct. 

■We said, iu effect, that the complaints 
about Dr. Wade not acting according to 
rule and regulation were proofs of the incom- 
petency of the civic health authorities. If 
they had been competent and had any 
energy at all, it would not have been neces- 
sary for Dr. Wade to do anything in 
the matter of getting supplies. The Board 
of Health, if it wus worth its salt, would 
have seen to all such matters at the right 
time. Hut it delayed und dawdled, and 
the Provincial Health Oilicer was obliged 
to take tbo initiative. What necessity was 
them of Dr. Wade introducing himself 
to the Mayor and Aldermen 5 If the 
Mayor and Aldermen did their duty 
they would have known what | 
was needed at the Ross Bay station better 
than Dr. Wade did. They would have had 
their man at the station making all the ar- 
rangements, If, for instance, Mr. Joshua 
Davieg had been mayor would he have wanted 
tobe introduced to Dr. Wado before he found 
out what was required ut Ross Bay? lie 
would have had tho station equipped and 
arrangements made for keeping it supplied 
with necessaries befo'ro tho eivio health 
authorities bad made up their minds to 
move. It is very manifest from the begin- 
ning of tho outbreak that what the Local 
Board of Healtli wanted was business 
ability and push and intelligence. Instead 
of taking advantage of circumstances 
they allowed circumstances to get 
the upper hand of them. The consequence 
was that they made a mess of the whole 
business, and if it was not taken out of their 
hands the mess would, in a very short time, 
havo been a hundred times worse, and 
would have been productive of tho most 
disastrous results to the city.

A EUROPEAN VIEW. 

The London Times of the Hth July con- 
tains a thoughtful article on the Homestead 
riots. It shows that such riots are not uu- 
proccdented in the United States, and it 
fears that both in that country aud else- 
where men on strika will hereafter resort to 
violence in their attempts to accomplish 
their purposes. It says :— 

" We have been iu the habit of assuming 
tint the leaders of these industrial armies 
will not, if tho worst cornea, use that power 
to the utmost. The ovents which occurred 
near Pittsburg givo a shock to that assump- 
tion. There the strikers stop at nothing to 
carry their point. They tako tho field 
against the police, offer battle and defeat 
the authorities of the law in open fight, 
We must cot bo too confident that this 
audacity and license uro peculiar to Am- 
erica. No doubt the present stato of things 
is irritating to American working-men, 
especially those engaged in tho iron and 
steel industries. . , . Those who talk 
of a great strike as lightly as if it involved 
only so much holiday making forget that it 
is but a step to scenes of bloodshed and 
anarchy such as havo occurred at Home- 
stead, and that there are never wanting 
designing men to counsel this step being 
taken.''' 

The Times is very far from approving of 
the means taken by the Carnegies to assert 
their rights and to protect their property. 
It considers that the law and those who are 
entrusted with its enforcement, ought to be 
strong enough to protect lifo and property 
when they aro threatened. -by tho violence 
of an excited mob. It concludes its article 
by saying : 

"Another reflection, and'an obvious one, 
is that the employment of u private police 
force is a thing that should neither bo per- 
mitted nor required iu a civilized commun- 
ity. Such a force, at the disposal of any 
capitalist or any company that can pay for 
it, is a standing provocation to tho laboring 
class. But in America it has bson found 
almost necessary to have such a force for a 
very simple reason— a reason to which wo 
desiro emphatically to call the attention of 
Gladstonian members of Parliament, who 
will presently be asked to give the control 
of the police of Ireland and London to 
popularly elected bodies. The reason to 
which we refer is that in the United States 
tho legitimate and regular police cannot al- 
together bo trusted. It knows very well 
that its existence and its pay depend on tho 
popular vote ; Hint the "people, the many, 
arc its musters ; and it takes cure not to act 
too firmly against the people's wishes in 
times of excitement. Tho result is the de- 
mand for an extra-legal force, like these 
' Pinko r ton's men,' and, when tho situation 
becomes Strained, violence, bloodshpd, and 
an outbreak of popular rage, to find an an- 
alogy to which we havo to go back to the 
Conununo of 1871 and tho massacre of tho 
gendarme! in tho Rue Ham."

Not All Mills anil Honey. 

The Times, with the assistance of and 
through Aid. Lovell, chairman of the 
Finance committee, tried to create i he im- 
pression, last evening, that the inmates of 
tho Ross Bay station for suspects are living 
on the fat of tho land, through the generous 
foresight of tho city council. It was set 
forth in bold, black letters, in the heading, 
that " there is no starvation," and " on the 
contrary, high feeding seemed the rule." 
The facts remain as the Colonist stated 
them yesterday. The patients did not get 
their breakfast supplies until 10 o'clock, 
aud then three days' rations were received 
— not one day's, us the worthy alderman 
says, in giving the list. The articles enu- 
merated by him as for ono clay were con- 
tained in three separate lists, sent out for 
three separate days, and yesterduy's experi- 
ence will he repeated to-day. 

Dr. Ha-ell says that the greatest care is 
taken in ordering all supplies, only the 
things that are absolutely necessary being 
asked for, aud a correct tally being kept on 
everything. The inmates of the station are 
not convicts, however, and cannot be treated 
and provisioned as such. 

Aid. Lovell, when spoken to by a Colon- 
ist reporter, last evening, said that be had 
refused to supply some of the articles asked 
for by Dr. Hasell, such as fruit, etc., con- 
sidering them in the light of luxuries. Tho 
council, he said, would supply necessaries 
only. He further asserted that no account 
was kept at the station of tho articles 
ordered or their co3t. 



MEMPHIS IN DANGER. 

Her Position as u Seaport Threatened by Sand 
bars find Other Obstructions. 

MEMrms, Aug. -. — The railroads and the 
river men are greatly stirred up over tho 
treachery of the Mississippi river. It has 
been discovered that Memphis is in danger 
of being made an inland city. During the 
late high water t lie river cut a canal through 
the bend aud unless prompt steps are taken 
to stop the threatened cut-oil' before another 
Mood occurs, the city will be left miles from 
the river and the three million dollar canti- 
lever bridge will bo of no value whatever, 
except for the scrap iron. The Mississippi 
river commission will bo asked to take 
prompt steps toward building a dyke that 
will resist the current ; hut if relief is not 
obtained from that source, the railroads 
will be compelled to take action themselves. 
As the high water recedes it has been dis- 
covered that the city is menaced with an- 
other danger. A large sandbar has been 
formed in front of elevators of the oil works 
aud cotton compresses and steamboats will 
have difficulty in landing at tho wharves 
during the low water season. Dredges will 
he put to work and it is thought that the 
bar can be removed before another Hood 
comes. 



NORTHWEST LEGISLATURE. 

Some of the Contents of the Speech from the 
Throne at the Opening of the. 
House. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 2. — Lieut. -Governor 
Royal said in his speech that the reason for 
calling the session at such an early date was 
for the purpose of enabling tho Government 
to make provision for carrying on the public 
service, and, especially, such public works 
as may be undertaken before the season 
closes. Tho great influx of immigration into 
the Territories renders it imperative that 
the roads be kept in a Btate of good repair, 
and bridges built wherever necessary. The 
Governor said ; " I am happy to know that 
tho liquor license ordinance, which you 
adopteil last session, has, upon the whole, 
given general satisfaction, and that any ap- 
prehensions as to the evil c-fi'euts likely to 
arise from a change in tho law have not 
been realized. •! have no doubt that, after 
sonio months' experience of the working of 
the ordinance, amendments may now sug- 
gest themselves for your consideration, 
which would tend to niako its provisions 
more effective Your co-operation will bo 
solicited by agricultural and other societies 
interested in the collection of exhibits for

AGAINST THE BY-LAW. 



To Raise More Money to Continue 
Work on the City Sewerage 
System. 

Furthe*' Information Wanted as to 
How the Jolmson Street Pines 
Were Broken. 



The regular meeting of the City Council 
was held last evening, there being present 
His Worship Mayor Heaven in the chair, 
Aid. Hunter, Lovell, Munn, Bragg, Baker, 
Hall, Styles, McKillican and Humber. 
Tho minutes of several previous meetings 
were read and adopted. 

On motion the supplementary estimates 
by-law for 1S92 was read a third tinio and 
passed. 

Aid. McKillican moved that the Elec- 
tric Lighting by law bu read a third time 
and passed. 

Aid. Styles objected. Ho thought it 
would be well enough to leave the city as 
it was for a while and not call too heavily 
on the ratepayers. 

The motion passed, Aid. Styles, Humber 
and Baker voting against it. 

\ld. McKillican moved that the by-law 
ft i the extension of the seworago system 
bo read a third time and passed. 

ALD. Bragu thought this by-law should 
stand over a little. There was, he said, a 
good deal of misunderstanding existing as 
to the actual condition of the sewers of tho 
city. Until anj doubts were cleared up, it 
would be working against the tide to eu- 
leavor to carry a by-law for a further loan. 

Mayor BeaVEN expressed the opinion 
Unit all tho money by-laws should comu be- 
fore the electors at the same time. 

ALD. STYLES — After the total collapse of 
this sower on Johnson street I am not in 
favor of going on with this by-law until 
there is a thorough investigation held. 

Ald. MuN'N enquired if there was any re- 
port of tho Commissioners as to the Johnson 
reet sewer. 

The Clerk — None whatever. 

Alii. McKillican thought the discussion 

is useless. If the Council was going to 
be guided by a few obstructionists progress 
would be impeded. 

Alii. Hummer — I am totally against vot- 
ing any more money for sewerage purposes 
until wo find out what caused tho breaking 
of the Johnson street pipes. The sewerage 
system was a piece of job work, and he 
would vote against it until the present sys- 
tem was a success. 

Ald. Baker thought tho sanitary en- 
gineer should have scut in a report about 
the broken pipes. 

Ald. Hall: Why not go before the 
ratepayers and ask for a million dollars ? 
We mi. st have a sewerage sytem, no matter 
what it cjsts 

Ai.d. Munn : Let us hear from Aid. 
Hunter. 

Ald. Hunter : I am almost a stranger 
with what has been going on recently, here. 
But I don't propose to take upon myself the 
responsibility of stopping the sewerage sys- 
tem, which 1 believe is a good one. I would, 
however, be willing to vote to have tho by- 
law laid over for a week or so in order to 
have a certain report brought down. Tho 
aldermen who have taken most objection 
the sewerage system do not 
come down to particulars, as they ought to 
do. It must be remembered that Aid. 
Styles is an advocate for the combined sys- 
tem of sewerage, first, last and all the 
time, and is endeavoring to defeat tho pre- 
sent system, in order to havo his own ideas 
carry. Aid. Styles can always find a good 
reason for delay. He wishes for delay in 
this case forever, but I don't proposo to 
have tho work delayed if 1 can help it. Aid. 
Humber had said the work was a piece of 
job work. It would bo just us fair for the 
sewerage commissioners to say that Aid. 
Humber was a humbug and a fraud. This 
was tho first time the contractor, Mr. Mo- 
Bean, had ever been accused of being guilty 
of dishonest work. 

Ai.d. Humber— I never said anything of 
the kind. I said it was jobbing tho work 
to borrow the money piecemeal. 

Ald. HUNTER continued that there had 
been a good deal of twaddle talked about 
Mr. MoBean the contractor. Th.it gentle- 
man had been charged with having bought 
ill his supplies outside the province. Tho 
charge was . false. Furthermore he (Aid. 
Hunter) had been asked to stato at the 
Council meeting, that the Contractor Mr. 
McBean wislieil to get away, and would be 
willing to let the Council take tho work off 
his hands and make any connections, etc., 
and would allow the 20 per cent, to remain 
in tho city's hands for six months, as a 
guarantee that the system would work. 

Ald. Baker and McKillican made what 
tluy called "explanations," although the 
Mayor called them to order time and time 
again, and finally threatened to call in the 
police, if necessary. 
After further discussion, 
Mayor Bkav en stated that his idea was 
that the interest and sinking fund should 
be charged to tho portion of tho city di- 
rectly benefited by the expenditure. 

Ald. Buaoo moved in amendment, that 
the by-law be laid over until the sanitary 
engineers' report on the Johnson street 
sewer be received. 

Mayor Heaven ruled the amendment out 
of order, and the original motion was 
then lost on the following vote : 

Ayes — Aid. Hunter, Lovell and McKilli- 
can. 

Nays — Bragg, Baker, Hall, Styles, Humber 
and Munn. 

The by-law to raise certain money for 
hospital purposes was read a third' time and 
passed. 

The by-law to raise §50,000 for health 
purposes was also passed, 

Ald. Lovell moved the first reading of a 
by-law to repeal certain by-laws and parts 
of by-laws. Carried. By-law read lirst 
and second time and committed. 

Committee reported by-law complete 
with amendments. Report adopted. 

The finance committee reported recom- 
mending payment of accounts amounting to 
$3,865.33. Report received and adopted. 

An account for §5, which had been paid 
was aho passed. 

On notion it was decided to admit David 
Morrison to tho Home for the Aged and In- 
firm. 

The water committee recommended the 
laying oL 7"0 feet of 2-inch pipe on Amphion 
street. Adopted. 

A petition was read from some 200 rate- 
payers asking for au all round reduction of 
25 per cent on the assessed value of real 
estate us per assessment roll. 

Ald. Lovell said that while tho petition 
could not be ignored, ho did not think the 
City Council could, under existing circum- 
stances, interfere. 

Ald. Styles thought something should 
be done to meet the prayer of the petition. 

Ald. Braoo moved, seconded by Aid. 
Munn, that tho petition bo referred to the 
Court of Revision. 

Mayor Heaven explained that tho Court 
of Revision could only deal with matters 
brought before it in the usual way. 

Ald. Hunter said that whilo ho respected 
the petition ho would like to know how tho 
finances wore to be managed without taxa- 



tion. His own opinion, and he expressed it 
fearlessly, was thod the taxes were 
not high enough, for tho city was 
not being done justice to. Tho streets, 
waterworks, etc., had to bo attended to or 
Victoria would fall behind',, and he was in 
favor of increasing rather than reducing the 
taxation in order to have morn improve- 
ments made. 

Aid'. McKn.r.icAN moved an amendment 
seconded by Aid. Styles, that the petition 
be laid upon the table. No ono else voted 
for tho amendment which was lost. 

Aid. Munn moved, seconded' by Aid. 
Lovell, that the city clerk inform tho peti- 
tioners the Council has no power tc^act. 

A petition from Tbos. Earlo and seven 
others asking for the opening of a street to 
Foul Bay, was referred to the Street Com- 
mittee. 

A petition from W. Wilson and others 
re open drain on Johnson street was re- 
ferred to Sewerago Committee. 

The Council then adjourned at 11.20.

Ward has sumptuous quar- 
ters at the Champion hotel, in East Had- 
dam, of which lie was once the owner. Ho 
spends little time there, however, as he 
daily drives over here to spend tho time 
with his betrothed. The. r;ung lady who 
is Ward's finances is twenty-three years old 
and very pretty. She is tho daughter of a 
prominent citizen, who is very well to do. 
Ward met tho young lady only a short time 
ago, but it. -Was a case of love at first sight. 
The wedding is down for the early full days. 
The engagement has created much gossip in 
social circles. 

Another Dynamiter. 

New York, Aug. 3.— Another crazy 
dynamiter of tho Norcrosso typ? is in the 
hands of the Central ollice detectives. He 
was arrested in Brooklyn post office and is 
held under the name of Albert Delaureus. 
He is a gaunt, wild-eyed, matted-haired 
anarchist-looking man, about ;iO years of 
age. He was born in Geneva, where ho 
graduated as a lawyer. He is charged with 
sending threatening letters through the 
mails to prominent business firms, warning 
them of destruction by dynamite unless 
they relievo his needs. Among thoso threat- 
ened were Kidder, Peabody & Co'., Tiffany 
k Co., and Baring, Magoun & Co. 

Circumcision to be lCetulneii. 

New York, Aug. 3. — Tho radical depar- 
ture in regard to the Abrahnmic rite made 
by the recent central conference of Hebrew 
rabbis in this city has created a remarkable 
sensation throughout tho Hebrew world. 
The resolution ot the conference declaring 
the acceptance of the rite by proselytes to 
the Hebrew religion to be optional has 
caused widespread discussion, and a move- 
ment is already on foot to express tho senti- 
ments of tho conservative elements of the 
religion in opposition to the " reform " 
adopted by the central conference. Of the 
two sects, the so-called orthodox body has 
already taken measures to call a cocvention 
of rabbis to excommunicato thoso who are 
responsible for the change. 

Return of a Fugitive. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 3. — James Hunter, 
who startled' the financial world by a pre- 
cipitate llight from this city, live years ago, 
after putting out forged paper to tho 
amount of §100,200, was, to-day, held in 
§100,000 bail to ans\ver,having unexpectedly 
returned. When the steamship Seguranca 
-arrived in New York, on Sunday, it had on 
board the fugitive, broken in health, his 
mind shattered and bearing hut a faint re- 
semblance to the business man who was 
head of the extensive mill firm of James 
and John Hunter. John Hunter was re- 
ceiver of taxes and the firm was recognized 
in business circles as one of the most re- 
liable in tho States. The mousy raised by 
?amcs Hunter is supposed to have been lost 
in Western land speculation. A physician 
haa no hesitancy in pronouncing him in- 
curably affected mentally. All the facts 
were placed before District Attorney Gra- 
ham and he accepted bail. There is no 
doubt in the minds of those who brought 
him back that he will never he in a condi- 
tion to stand his trial. 

ItlncusHlnK I'lnkertonUm. 

Washington City - , Aug. "2.— The Senate, 
to-day, discussed the Homestead affair with 
some warmth and personality, Mr. Hawley, 
Connecticut, in the course of the debate, 
taking occasion to remark that Mr. Palmer, 
of Illinois, " needed a guardian." At the 
close of the discus don a modified resolu- 
tion of investigation was adopted, pro- 
viding for a special committee of seven to 
investigate tho " employment for private 
purposes of bodies of armed men in con- 
nection with differences between workmen 
and employers," the resolution not men- 
tioning either Homestead or the I'inker- 
tous by name. 

Ilawnllnii Fruit Supplies. 

Portland, Aug. 2. — George Lycurgus, of 
Honoulu, who is hero to establish a line of 
fruit steamers, is satisfied with the market, 
and will present his scheme to the Chamber 
of Commerce in a few days. The steam 
Grandholm will no doubt he chartered for a 
trip or two, and, if profitable, purchased and 
placed on thj line. Seattle has agreed tc 
bear half tho cost if the line connects with 
that port. Tacoina merchants propose to 
organize an opposition line with the steam 
schooner Alice Blanchard. 

Chinese In Tacoiua. 

Tacoma, Aug. 3. — Tlio first instalment of 
Chinese merchants arc here. They opened 
up yesterday in store rooms in the Bostwick 
block, rented several duys ago for tho Tnoo 
ma & Oriental Trading Company, which iH 
to exist in the trt.de of the Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company. Wing Chong and 
Wung Kong, of Portland, are the names of 
tho merchants here. So far they have not 
been molested, but it is feared the anti-Chi- 
nese element will sooner or later attack 
them in ono way or the other. 

The OhntiuKHii Country. 

SEATTLE, Aug. 3. —Horace 1). Andrews 
has just arrived from Fairview, where he 
has mining interests. " The camp," said he 
last night, " is in the Okanagan country, 
about fourteen miles from the boundary 
Tho easiest way into that country is by waj 
of tho Canadian Pacific to Sicamous. From 
that point a branch line comes down fif'y- 
ono miles to the head of Okanagan luku 
There a steamer tuketryou the eighty miles 
to tho foot of the lake; and you continue 
tho journey by stage over a fino roan 
through mountain valleys. From the foot 
of the lake to Falrview is twenty-five miles, 
to the boundary forty, and to Loomiston, in 
Okanagan county, sixty. The r.oad is si 
good mat the run from the lake to Loomis- 
ton is made by tho stage in a single day. 
The trip is a fine ono, for tho scenery alonji 
the railroad, Okanagan lake and the stag, 
line is beautiful. Our mines at Fairview 
the Silver Crown, Brown Hear, Joo Dand) 
and Morris, produce freo milling gold ore, 
nnd wo now have two littlo stamp mills 



working on them, one of Ave and tho other 
of six stamps. The result has thus far been 
satisfactory to us, for the ore that has gone 
through tho mill has given for each ton §20 
in rich, yellow gold." 

Alaska's Salmon Tacit. 

Seattle, Aug. .').— Colonel William H 
Bond, of Naha Bay, Alaska, is stopping at 
the Grand Hotel. In 1SS3 he was ap 
pointed deputy collector at Tongas, in 
Southeastern Alaska, and during most of 
the time since then ho has been a resident 
of Alaska. Ho said : " I have lately been 
at Loring, where is situated tho cannery of 
the Alaska Salmon Packing and Fur Com 
pany. Fred Kendall is tho manager, and 
the establishment is well equipped for 
handling 10,000 salmon a day. The season 
this yenr has been from four to six weeks 
behind, but when I left the salmon weie 
running well, and from 7,000 to 0,000 a day 
were being taken. If the run continues the 
cannery will put up the full (junta allowed 
by the combine. Loring is a beautiful 
spot, with lino water and a pretty fulls 
In short, it is one of the promising places of 
Alaska." 

A Hani Experience. 

New Yoke, Aug. 2, — Tho Norwegian 
bark Neptune, from Rio de Janeiro, arrived 
at quarantine this afternoon after a passage 
of i5 days. The entire crew were sent 
ashore at Rio suffering from yellow fever. 
Captain Olsen died May 1!0 on board the 
port physician's boat during the transfer to 
the hospital. One seaman died in the hos- 
pital June IS. The others recovered and 
returned on board. After leaving Rio two 
sailors died of yellow fevor and were buried 
at sua. The Neptune will he detained at 
quarantine uutil thoroughly disinfected. 

With .Military Honors. 

New York, Aug. .'5. — Lieut. -Colonel 
Michael R. Sail, late assistant commissary 
general of subsistence, who died on Mon- 
day, was buried this morning from the 
military chapel of Governors' Island. The 
services were according to tho military code. 

Honduras TrnmiuH. 

Panama, Aug. 2.— Tho steamship Barra- 
couta brought a budgot of news, to-day, 
concerning the closing scenes in the Hon- 
duras revolution. General Louardo Millo 
has been completely successful, and Presi- 
dent Booran has beon shot ufter having 
been imprisoned for some time at Santa 
iiar'uaiti. Or, Houilla is provisional presi- 
dent and a new Government has been organ- 
ized. According to the lust reports the 
country was fairly tranquil. The Hurra- 
couta also brought rumors of trouble in 
Costa Rica in consequence of the hard 
times, and there is great suffering among 
the poor people. Provisions are enor- 
mously high, and laboring men can find 
little employment. 

Ionics i lie Interview. 

Washington, B.C., Aug. 'J— On the 20th 
July, tho Daily Empire, of Toronto, pub- 
lished what purported to be an interview 
with Mr. Arthur Peel, third secretary of 
tho British legation in this city, in which 
Mr. Peel was reported us giving his view- 
on political matters in the United States. 
The interview was widely copied, and the 
Secretary of State having brought the mat- 
ter to the attention of British Charges 
d'AfTaires, Mr Herbert, the latter has re- 
plied that Mr. Peel denies all the state- 
ments attributed to him in the published 
interview, which he says are entirely with- 
out foundation. 



SUCCESSFUL AT LOYEilAKING. 

Slade, the Prize Fighter, Huns Away With a 
.Mormon Girl, 

Salt Lake, Aug. 3. — Herbert Slade, a 
hea,vy-weight rival of John L. Sullivan, has 
caused a tremendous sensation in the Mor- 
mon church. He stole a bishop's daughter 
because he loved her. It was not long ago 
that Slado, who is known as " tho Maori," 
and the pet of Richard K. Fox, camo to this 
country. Fox imported him because he 
believed he was the only man who could 
whip John L. Sullivan. Sbuie was a 
fine, bulky specimen of manhood, with 
fists like hammerhead, and it was 
fully believed by his admirers that he could 

easily dispone ul tlio man fiOiil DuStuD. 

But he proved a dismal failure and was 
relegated, about three years ago, to Salt 
Lake. He is now hiding from Bishop John 
Sneasely, who ruled over a small agricul- 
tural town known as Mover, about 100 
miles from Salt Lake. His only child, a 
girl about IS years old, was a recognized 
beauty. She had all the young members of 
the Mormon church, within a radius of 500 
miles, at her feet, but it was not until 
Slade appeared in town that, she met the 
man of her choice. The two became des- 
perately enamored, and now they nre in 
hiding from tho irate father. They eloped, 
1 m t Slado bad to first play Romeo to his 
Mormon Juliet, because she was locked in 
an upper chamber of her watchful parent's 
home. 

The anger of the father is useless, for the 
fighter's and the Mormon girl's love was of 
tlio kind which laughs at locksmiths and 
stern parents, and they are now securely 
married. When Bishop Sneasely learned of 
his (laughter's love making before the elope- 
ment, his anger knew no bounds. When 
the daughter made known she was enam- 
oured of the ambitious but unsuccessful 
slugger the bishop's temper rose to a high 
pitch. The union was denounced in a lan- 
guage so strong as gave no hope of the 
lather's relenting. The girl was locked in 
her chamber, from which Slade stole her in 
the most approved and romantic style. They 
hastened to u justice ot the peace, who lived 
20 miles uwuy, over a dreary stretch of 
desert, and were made one for tho usual 
consideration. 

The bishop and all his clan pursued the 
elopers, but they arrived At the house of tho 
justice of the peaco half un hour too late. 
Phe father tried to have the fighter arrested 
for abduction, but when ho admitted that 
his daughter was of age, found he could not. 



Coinage Id-form, 

Vienna, Aug. 2.— Tho Neue Freie Presse, 
to-day, publishes tho details of a scheme 
elaborated by Professor Poother to harmon- 
ize tho monetary systems of tho world. 
The professor recommends that the coming 
international monetary conference agree 
(hat no gold coin containing less than 28 (i."> 
grains of lino gold be allowed to be coined 
or circulated in the contracting countries ; 
that silver he coined in the proportion of 
20 value units of silver to 1 of gold, and 
that silver be legal tender up to the 20 
standard, and the silver coins below the 
fixed standard of purity be withdrawn from 
circulation. Professor Poother considers 
that everything depends upon tho attitude 
of Great Britain.

Meats are in much larger supply and meet 
a more steady demand. Fish are scarce and 
are firm at stiller prices, tho hot weather 
making dealers chary about stocking them- 
selves.

A BY-LAW 

In Aid of tho Victoria and Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

Where A?, under and by virtue of an Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Provinco of 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
intituled. "Tho Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Act, 1SII2," a company was incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and opor- 
ato a lino of railway from sonic convenient and 
accessible point within the City of Victoria by 
tho most fcasiblo and available engineering 
routo to tho Townslto of Sidnoy In tho District 
of North Sua nidi. 

And Whereas, under and by virtue of 
another Act of tho slid Legislature passed at tho 
last session thereof, Intituled. "Tho Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, lS'JJ," power 
was taken by tho Government of British Co- 
lumbia to guarantee tho payment of interest, 
until maturity, at two per cent, por annum on 
bonds of the said railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding $300,000, or Its equiva- 
lent in sterling money, tho principal of such 
bonds to be payable not later thun 25 years 
from their date. 

And whereas, under nnd by virtue of sec- 
tion 101, sub-sections 2, 3 and I of tho Municipal 
Act, 1892, the Council in every Municipality la 
authorized from time to timo to make by-laws 
among other things for endorsing nnd guaran- 
teeing the payment of any debentures or inter- 
est on any debentures to bo issued by any rail 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro 
posed to bo constructed, either wholly '*ithir 
the limits or partly within the limits nnd partly 
without, for the money by tho in borrowed, and 
for assessing and levying, from timo to tin t 
upon tho whole rateablo property of tho Muni 
clpality a sum sufliciont to dlschargo the debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And whereas tho said Railway Company 
have applied to the Corporation of the City o! 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on certain of the bonds of tho said company 
upon the railway proposed to bo con- 
structed by the said company, by virtue of the 
said charter, to tho amount of 3 per cent, on tho 
sum of $300,000.00, for a period of 25 years. 

And whereas, under and by virtuo of tho 
foregoin recited Act, intituled tho "Victoria 
and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1S!)2," provi- 
sion is made in clauso 2 thereof that in case, at 
any time, an agreement is entered into by the 
Company with the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria for the furnishing by the said Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
toa further amount of twoormoro per centum, 
on the bonds of the Company, up to not more 
than $.'li)0 000, tho Government may niako such 
arrangements for permitting tho said Corpora- 
tion to share any security taken by them for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
iho manner of holding the same as to them may 
seem lit. 

And WHEREAS the said Company was there- 
by empowered to charge its undertaking and 
its tolls and property, real and personal, with 
tho repayment of all tho moneys paid by tho 
Provincial Government in respect ot tho 
guarantee thereby authorized second and sub- 
ject only to the charge given in favor of the 
bondholders under tho Company's Act of In- 
corporation, and with further power to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to enter into 
all agreements which might bo necessary for 
tho purpose of carrying out tho provisions of 
the said Act. 

A.vn Whereas it is dcsirablo that a guaran- 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by tho said 
Corporation should bo mado, and an agree- 
ment to that effect entered into by tho said 
Corporation with tho Faid company, and that 
an arrangement should bo mado by tho said 
Corporation with tlio said Government for 
permission to tho said Corporation to share 
any security taken by tho said Government 
for advances by them and by tho snidjCorpor- 
ation and otherwise as provided by tho said 
Act. 

And Whereas it will rcquiro the sum of 
$9,000. 00 to be raised annually by special rate 
for paying tho amount of tho said guarantee in 
tho event of the said Corporation being called 
upon to pay the same. 

And Whereas tho whole amount of tho 
rateable Imd and improvements of real pro- 
perty of the Municipality, according to tho 
last revised assessment roll, is $17, 50.'!, 1 IS. 00. 

And Whereas it will require an annual 
Bpecial rate of half a mill on the dollar for paying 
theninount of such guarantee inthoovent of 
tho Corporation being called upon to pay the 

8111110. 

And Whereas tho total amount of bucIi 
guarantoo in the event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay tile same is $9,000.00. 

Therefore he it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria :— 

1. There shall be assessed and levied in each 
year an equal special rate of one-half of ono 
mill on the dollar in addition to all other rates 
to be levied in each year for tho payment of tho 
interest payablo undo the said guarantee, 

2. The amount of such special rate shall bo 
collected in each year from timo to time as tho 
said Corporation may ho called upon to pay 
the amount of tho said guarantee. 

3. The Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at tho rate of 3 per 
cent, por annum on tho bonds of tho Victoria 
& Sidney Hallway Company to tho amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twenty - 
Hve years from the date of this By-law going 
into i Meet, under and subject to tho conditions 
in-escribed In Ibis By-law. 

I. Any sum or sums of money which ina 
hereafter bo paid by tho Corporation under 
this guarantee shall ho a first charge upon the 
undertaking tolls nnd property of tho Bald 
Company, bug 'ctonly to the said bonds and to 
such division there as between tho Govern- 
ment of British Coluf bia and tho Corporation 
as may be agreed upon by the said Government, 
and the said Corporation, and tho acceptance 
of the benefit of this By-law by tho said Com- 
pany shall be deemed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of the said Company to all the terms 
of this By-law. 

5. All the monoys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of the said bonds in rcspi ct of which in- 
terest is guaran eed by tho said Corporation 
shall bo applied by tho said Company in pay- 
ment of tho right of way, construction, equip- 
ment of the said railway and expenses inci- 
dental thoreto. 

0. It shall ho lawful for tho Mayor for tho 
time be, ng of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria to endorse, or cause to ho endorsed, nn 
the said bonds to proposed to bo issued by the 
said railway company I he guarantee in the form 
and ma' ner prescribed in the memorandum of 
agreement set fotth in tho schedule attached 
to ibis by-law, and for tho Clerk of tho said Cor- 
poration to countersign and seal tho said en- 
dorsements. 

7. This by-law is passed upon tho express con- 
dition that the said Company shall actually 
and bona 11 le commence the work of construc- 
tion of t he said rail way on or before tho first 
■ lay of Ootobur, 1812. and thereafter prosoouto 
tho same with reasonable diligenco until tho 
completion of the railway ready for aotivo 
operation; in any ovont suoh duto of comple- 
tion not to bo later than tho first day of Hop- 
tornbor, 1891. and that a failuro to ob- 
serve Hiich timo limit or limits shall 
lender tho Company liable lo a pen- 
alty of Ono Hundred Do lars ($100) per 
day for every day beyond such timo limit* tho 



Company shall bo in dofault In commencing or 
completing tho said road, which said penalty 
may bo recovered by action in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction at the suit of tho Cor- 
poration or Government aforesaid. 

8. Tho said Company shall not directly or in- 
directly employ Chineso upon, about or in con- 
nection with tho work of construction, and In 
tho event of so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any sub-contractor 
tindor them so doing tho Company shall be 
liablo to a pena'ty of ten dollars (§10) for each 
day for each Chineso so employed, to bo re- 
covered as spccilled in Clauso 7 of this By-Law, 

!). Tho Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder or other person so loot; as 
any money remains duo or owing to tho said 
Government or the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria in respect of tho said guarantee. 

10. Tho said Railway so to bo constructed 
shall be of a standard guago and to bo operated 
by steam powor.nnd ono train per day (Sundays 
excepted) shall ho run over the said Hue from 
each end thereof. 

11 Plans of tho location of bo much of the 
lino and terminal works of the said Railway as 
shall be within tho limits of the City of Vic- 
toria shall bo Hied by the Company in the ollleo 
of tho City Clerk, and shall ho subject to tho 
approval of the Municipal Council before any 
work of construction shall be proceeded with 
within such City limits. 

12. All expenses connected with, or inciden- 
tal to tho passage of this by law, shall be borno 
and paid by the said company to tho corpora- 
tion of the City of Victor'i beforo this by-law 
shall be submitted to tha ratepayers. 

13. No contract in jnncction with tho con- 
struction of the said proposed railway thall bo 
let. U any pers"n or persons, linn or corpora- 
tion, who hav not been for o.vor six months 
prior to the Jatn of calling for tenders for tho 
said contract, resident or residents of the said 
Provluoo, from the date of receiving tenders for 
tho said work. 

14. This by-law- is subject to tho agreement 
mado between the Government of the Provinco 
of British Columbia, and tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria, and tho Victoria and Sidney 
Railway Company, in tho words and (Inures 
set forth in the schedule hereto, which schedule 
is hereby incorporated herowith, and mado 
part of this by-law. 

15. This by-law shall, before tho flnnl pass- 
age thereof, receive tho assont of the electors 
of the municipality, in tho manner provided in 
the Municipal Act, 1892, and shall take effect on 
the 25th day of July, 1832.

issue bonds not exceeding twenty thousand 
dollars l$20,000.0 1 )) per mile of railway, payable 
at such time and in such manner nnd In such 
place or places in Canada or elsewhere, nnd 
bear such rate of interest not exceeding eight 
per cent (3 per cent) per annum, as the Direct- 
ors may think proper. 

And Whereas, by section ore (1) of tho Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act of 1S92," 
it is provided that tho Government of British 
Columbia may guarantoo tho payment of in- 
terest until niaturity at 2 per cent, per annum 
on bonds of the company issued to an amount 
not exceeding throo hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or its equivalent in sterling money, 
but sub'oct. nevertheless to tho conditions and 
restrictions n tho said section contained, and 
the company are thereby empowered to chargo 
its undertaking and its oils and property, real 
and personal, then existing, or nt any time 
thereafter acquired, with the repayment of all 
moneys to bo paid by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of the guaranteo thereby auth- 
orized, subject to tho rights of tho bond-hold- 
ers for payment of the principal of the bonds 
at maturity. 

And Whereas, by sec' ion two (2) of tho last 
mentioned act it is provided that "in case at 
any time an agreement Is entered into by tho 
company with tho Corporation of tho Cltv of 
Victoria for the furnishing by the said Corpora- 
tion of a guarantee of interest to a further 
nmnnnr. of two or morn per ennt. nnn tho 
bonds of tho company up to not more than 
three hundred thousand dollars, the Govern- 
ment may make such arrangements for per- 
mitting tho said Corporation to share any se- 
curity taken by them for advances hereunder, 
nnd such provisions as to tho manner of hold- 
ing the same as to them seem (It-" 

And Whereas, the Company have applied io 
the Government to give such guarantee as afore- 
said of interest on the sum of three hundred 
thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for a term of 
twenty-live (25) years, nt the rate of two per 
cent. (2 per cent.) per annum, and agreed in 
consideration of such guarantee to pledge its 
undertaking nnd its said tolls and property as 
security therefor, which tho said Government 
has agreed lodo and to accept. 

And WHEREAS, similar application has been 
made by tho Company to the Corporation (o 
guaranteo tho interest toa further amount of 
three per cent. (3 per cent.) upon tho Com pany's 
bonds up to not more than throe hundred thous- 
and dollars ($300,000.0 ) which tho Corporation 
have agreed to do but subject, nevertheless, to 
ratification by the Ratepayers of tho City of 
Victoria in manner prescribed by section ono 
hundred and eleven (111) of tho Municipal 
Act, 1892. 

Now this Agreement Witneebeth, that 
in pursuance of tho premises it. iH hereby agreed 
by and between tho several parties hereto, as 
follows, viz.:— 

1. The Company shall comnionco tho con- 
struotlonof their said intended rail way on or 
boforo tlio first day of October, ono thousand 
eight hundr. d and ninety-two, and in default 
of so doing this agreement shall bo void and of 
no effect, 

2. The Company shall within n ncty days (00) 
after i ho dato hereof proceed to issue tho whole 
of theboods authorized by tho Bald vctof Incor- 
poration, payable in twenty-llvo years from 
date, bearing interest at five per cent per an- 
num, but. not, to exceed in tho whole tho sum 
of three hundred thousand dollars ($300,1 00.00), 
such bonds to bo ir coupons for tho half yearly 
payments of the interest thereon, which b nils, 
subject to the provisions of section one (1) nnd 
two (2) of tho said "Victoria & Sidney Railway 
Subsidy Act, 1892." shall boar tho following en- 
dorsement, which endorsement shall bo signed 
by tho Minister and tlio Mayor for tlio timo 
being of the City of Victoria, and bo counter- 
signed ,md scaled by the Clerk of the Cor- 
poration, "Tho payment of tlio interest, hut 
not the capital of thin bond at the rat c of two. 
per cent (2 per cent) per annum half-yearly on 
the first days of March nnd September in each 
year is undertaken and guaranteed by tbe Gov- 
ernment of tho Province of British Columbia 
for twenty-five years from tho first day of Sep- 
tember, a. I)., 18'.)2, to tho first day of Septem- 
ber, A. D., 1917, and tho further payment of 
interest hut nut tho capital of ibis bond at tho 
rato of throo por cent por annum onthodayo 



and for the timo nforeaaid is nndortak on nnd 
guaranteed by tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria. 

3. Tho Government and Corporation shall 
guarantee in manner aforesaid tho payment of 
tho interest on tho bonds so agreed to bo issued 
as aforesaid in tho proportions anil at tho times 
aforesaid, and the signature of the "Minister" 
and of thu Mayor, respectively, to tho coupons 
may bo affixed by printed, stamped or litho- 
graphed facsimllo, 

1, Tho work of construction shall bo placed 
in chnrgo of a competent engineer or engineers 
selected by tho Company, and approved of in 
writing by tho Chief Commissioner of Lands 
and Works on behalf of the Government, and 
by tlio Mayor of the City of Victoria on behalf 
of tho Corporation, and tho Company may ro- 
movo such engineer at pleasure and appoint 
another engineer, subject also lo the same ap- 
proval. 

5. The aforesaid bonds, when Issued, shnll bo 
handed by the Company to tho "Minister, "who 
shall have them duly noted ia a book to bo 
kept for that purpose, and Immediately upon 
completion of suoh noting ho shall deposit, the 
bonds in ono of tho charter banks carrying on 
buslnoss in Victoria, to be upprovud by tho 
parties liet-eto. 

0. The Company shall negoliato thornleof 
their sail bonds as soon as postiblu uft r their 
issno, huvUijr duu regard in disposing cf them 
tothobes-t. advantage, and may. with tho ap- , 
proval of tho Minister and Corporation, em- 
ploy such agent or agonts as they may deem 
proper. 

7. The proceeds of tho salofrom time to timo 
cf tho said bonds shall bo deposited r 
more chartered banks ia tho Cil y of Victoria al 
intorest to a sppcial account in tho narno 
of the said Railway Company, and shall 
bo drawn out by cheques of tho Railway 
Company, but no such cheques shall b-> paid by 
such bank unless attached thereto is a certifi- 
cate of tho engineer of tho said Railway for 
tho timo being, countersigned by tho City 
Engineer and by the Surveyor-General of the 
Province, specifying the nature nnd character 
of iho work, supplies, materials or other ex- 
penditure for which such cheq'io Is given, and 
such certificate Shall bo retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys paid by tho Government of 
Uritisli Columbia and ttc Corporation respec- 
tively in respect of (ho aforesaid guarantees 
slull he considered as a debt duo from tho 
Company to the said Government and I orpora- 
Hon respectively. nnd shall bo taken and con- 
sidered, and aro hereby made, a cliaTgo upon 
the undertaking, and tho tolls and property 
of tlio Company real and personal now existing 
or any timo hereafter acquired, and tho Minis- 
ter of Finance nnd Agriculture for tho time 
being shall bo held and deemed to bo a mort 
gogeeor incumbrancer upon thesaid property in 
trust nevertheless as to two 11 ft lis thereof for 
tho Government of Drilish Columbia and as to 
threu fifths in trust for tho Corporation. 

9. Tho Company shall upon demand made by 
thc said Minister exec ,tc to him a legal inort- 
gago of all the aforesaid property of the Com- 
pany as security for the repayment of all moneys 
paidby thesaid Government and Corporation re- 
spectively in respect of the said guarantees and 
the costs, charges and expenses they may be 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, nnd tho eaid Minis' or shall hold the 
said Mortgage nnd all other securities, if any, 
of tho Company which may como into his 
hands and the moneys thereby secured in thu 
proportion and upon tho trust herein before 
mentioned and declared, and which said mort- 
gage thall contain all tho covenants, powers 
and conditions usually inserted In mortgages 
of real and personal property together with tho 
additional power of sale in default of tho Com- 
pany operating their said Railway for a period 
of three months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
owing by the Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively in respect of the said 
guarantees. 

10. The said Conipnny heroby agree to com- 
plete their said Railway on or beforo the first 
day of September, ono thousand eight Hun- 
dred and ninety-four, and thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain and. operate tho Biinio so long 
as any of their said bonds shall remain unre- 
deemed within tho said period of twenty-llvo 
years, 

LI. Provided always that Chineso shall not 
bo employed in tho construction of tho said 
railway, and provided also that In case a by- 
law to ratify this agreement on the part of the 
Corporation shall not be submitted within 
sixty days from the dato hereof for iho voto of 
the ratepayers, under section one hundred and 
eleven of tho said Municipal Act, 1892, or if 
such by-law shall bo .submitted and shall be 
defeated at the polls/or shall not bo carried, 
then, and In such case, this agreement, and 
everything herein contained shall bo void, and 
of no effect. 

12. The Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder, or other person, so long as 
any moneys remain duo or owing to Iho said 
Government, or tlio Corpora' ion of the City of 
Victoria, in respect of thesaid guarantee. 

13. The books of tho Company shnll bo open 
to tho inspection of any person authorized to 
inspect tho eamo by either the said Govern- 
ment or the Corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, atall times. 

J. Tho Company shal operatonn-1 run over 
tho said lino of railway when constructed nt 
least ono train each way perdiem (Sundays ex- 
cepted) for the whole length of tho railway.

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IMPURITIES IN WATER. 

Rnln Water Will Soon Become Foul If 

Not Acratod .mil Filtered, 
i All natural waters contain mineral 
Baits, some o£ which may be deleterious 
to health, says the Engineering Maga- 
zine hut the most injurious foreign 
substances found in ordinary drinking 
water are decaying organic matter and 
sometimes infectious micro-organisms. 
All water that is used for domestic pur- 
poses has been at some period atmos- 
pheric vapor, and as it fell in rains car- 
ried with it the impurities from the air. 
These impurities are gases that arise 
from combustion, fermentation and de- 
cay, and particles of dust and decom- 
posing organic matter. Bacteria are 
also removed from the air in great 
numbers, nearly all of which are in the 
state of spores instead of adults. The 
spores of the fungi and other micro- 
scopic plants and pollen of Mowers and 
grasses arc also found in rain water. 
tSo numerous are these impurities in the 
air that a litre of water which falls at 
the beginning of a storm often contains 
more than two hundred thousand micro- 
organisms. Half a pint of water fre- 
quently condenses out of three or 
four thousand cubic feet of air and in 
its condensation removes nearly all of 
the amospherie impurities, concentrat- 
ing them in the water. So that drink- 
ing a glass of rain water that falls at 
the beginning of a storm we may 
swallow as much filth as we breathe 
from the air in more than a week. If 
rain water is stored in cisterns without 
purification these substances soon render 
it so-foul that it cannot be used for drink- 
ing. I!ut when rain is collected near 
the end of storms and is properly 
filtered and aerated it is one of our 
most wholesome natural water sup- 
plies. As rain falls upon the earth it 
washes away the accumulations of 
debris from the surface of the ground, 
and as it passes into the soil extracts 
from it a large amount of impurities, 
such as the products of decaying vege- 
tation and animal excrement, These 
substances are carried down into the 
circulation currents, and it is not infre- 
quent that the drainage from cesspools 
and outhouses also finds a direct en- 
trance into surf ace wells. 



GOOD MARKSMEN. 

Stories or the rroivess of Old-Tlme 

Yankee Gunners. 
' The recent war talk has revived some 
stories of the prowess on the sea of old- 
time down east Yankees. It is related, 
says the New York Sun, that ('apt. 
John Dix, a famous shipmaster of Port- 
land, was in a West Indian port once 
where a British man-of-war was blaz- 
ing away at a target. The British gun- 
ners were unable to come anywhere 
near the target, and after watching 
their blundering for some time Capt. 
Dix loaded an old ship's gun which he 
carried, u&irjg a chunk of iron for a 
shot.' lie J fired, and when the smoke 
cleared away the target was a wreck. 
Immediately a boat from the man-of 
war came alongside, and an officer in 
full uniform came over the rail, de- 
manding an explanation of the Yan- 
kee's performance. Capt. Dix assured 
the oilicer that no disrespect was in- 
tended—that he only wanted to give 
the Britishers a lessor* in gunnery, and 
he offered to furnish another hogshead 
for them to practice on. After scolding 
a little the officer burst into a laugh at 
the absurdity of the situation, anil 
went back to his ship. The captain of 
a Yankee privateer, sailing from a 
Maine port in 1813, mistook an English 
seventy-four for an East Iadiaman, 
ran alongside and ordered her to strike 
her colors. The seventy-four's ports 
flew open, her broadside was run out, 
and the captain replied: "I am not in 
the habit of hauling down my colors." 
''Well, if you won't, I will," answered 
the Yankee, who lost his vessel but 
not his head. 

Honduras' Oyster droves. 

Tourists among the islands that skirt 
ithe coast of Honduras tell wonderful 
talcs of the oyster yroVca of that coun- 
try and dwell on the delicacy of the 
oysters that grow on trees. These oys- 
ters, however, are not vegetable oys- 
ters. .Mangrove trees grow in either 
fresh or salt water swamps and even in 
water five or six inches deep. The 
limbs of the mangrove are drooping 
like those of the weeping willow. In 
case they do not reach the water the at- 
traction of the moisture below causes 
shoots to put out which often extend 
far beneath the surface; thus a thicket 
of mangroves is a matted mass of limb, 
trunk's, shoots and roots. On these 
limbs and shoots, deep under the sur- 
face of the water, large bunches of oys- 
ters cling, thus forming the far-famed 
;"Oyster Groves of Honduras."

The cause of dress reform has re- 
ceived a serious blow in Turkey. The 
women of that country have sighed 
for the "dress of the west;" they have 
even envied the "ligure" of their 
Trench sisters. But Abdul Uamid, who

dress for these reasons: It is more pic-

Ancient Habits and Traditions Thai 
Lingered in London. 
Here an' one or two notes uf domes- 
tic interest. The washing of the house 
was ah-, ays done at home. The wash- 
er-woman began her work at mid- 
night. Why this was so ordered I 
know not; there must have been some 
reason. During the many wars of the 
century wheat went up to an incredible 
price. One year it was one hundred 
and four shillings a quarter, so that 
bread was three times as dear as it is 
at present. Housewives in those times 
cut their bread with their own hands, 
and kept it. till it was stale. If you 
wanted a place under government, you 
could buy one: the sum of live hundred 
pounds would get you a comfortable 
berth in the victualling office, for in- 
stance, where the perquisites, pickings 
and bribes for contracts made the serv- 
ice worth having. Members of parlia- 
ment who had the privilege of frank- 
ing letters sometimes sold the right for 
three hundred pounds a year. Ale- 
houses were marked by chequers on 
the door-post; to this day the chequers 
is a common tavern sign. Bakers had 
a lattice at their doors. All tradesmen 
— not servants only, but master-trades- 
men—asked for Christmas boxes. The 
Fleet weddings went on. merrily. 
There was great feasting on the occa- 
sion of a wedding duly conducted in 
the parish church On the day of the 
wedding the bridgroom himself waited 
on bride and guests.— Walter Desant, 
in Harper's Magazine,

Paris, Aug. 3.— Tho Vice-President of 
tho Paris Chamber of Commerce lias joined 
tho judicial liquidator in accepting a con- 
tract for the completion of tho Panama 
canul, tho conditions of which will shortly 
bo announced. Ever since the suspension 
of tho company the Paris Chamber of Com- 
merce has taken an earnest interest in 
tho resumption of work. To under- 
stand tho present situation it is re- 
quisite to state that the ninety- 
nine years concession of tho canal granted 
by the Colunibi.ui government in May, 1S7U, 
stipulated for the opening of tho canal with- 
in twelve years. In 1881, M. do Lesseps 
formed his Panama Canal Company, which 
stopped payment and suspended operations, 
December, ISSS. Tho amount of capital 
raised by that now bankrupt company 
anmuuted, according to tiie liquidator, to 
1 ,329,093,07$ francs. Almost tho whole of 
this enormous capital was furnished by the 
small capitalists, the " potits gens," who 
placed blind confidence in M. de 
Lesseps, and who saw iu tho enter- 
prise another colossal success similar 
to that of the Suez. Soon after the discom- 
fiture of M. de Lessep's company the judi- 
cial liquidator, with the support of the gov- 
ernment, sent a technical coni mission to the 
Isthmus of Panama, to determine whether 
it would bo possible to complete the work. 
This commission, at the head of which was 
Engineer M. Gillemine, declared iu its re- 
port that there was no obstacle to the com- 
pletion of the canal with tho locks. The 
capital required for that work was es- 
timated at Bix hundred million francs. 
In the meantime M. Napoleon Bonaparte 
Wyse was Bent by the judicial liquidator 
to negotiate with tho Columbian Govern- 
ment for the prolongation of the time 
originally fixed for the opening of tho canal. 
This was obtained in December 1S1X). The 
Government granted a further delay of ten 
years for the opening of the canul, on the 
condition that- tiie bankrupt company should 
h ind over all its Msets, plants and" rights to 
a new Company to be constituted for the 
completion of tho canal, and that the 
new company should resume the cinal A'orks 
on the 28th of February, 1893, at latest. 
If then the proposed now Company is not 
formed within the period stated, the con- 
cession will lnpso and tho Panama Canal 
stockholders will bo deprived of their last 
hope- The 11Cilr upprounh of tho close of 
this period <»f g'"tvi:o is what has promoted 
this latest movement, which, it is believed", 
will be successful,

ARUHBISHOB IRELAND. 

Further Interesting Developments In Con- 
nection with the Faribault School 
Conl rovcrsy. 

London, Aug. 3. — A despatch received 
here from Rome, this evening, contains a 
remarkable statement as regards the atti- 
tude of Archbishop Corrigan toward Arch- 
bishop Ireland, and incidentally the l'ope, 
in the Faribault school matter, and its 
recent treatment by the Vatican. The state- 
ment wua given out by a high authority at 
the Vatican. The despatch is as follows: 
" Conaiderable surprise has been caused here 
by an effort of Archbishop Corrigan, of New 
York, to establish the inexactness of one of 
the statements of the Fope in his recent letter 
to the Bishops of the Province of New 
York, after the consecration of Bishop Mc- 
Donald, of Brooklyn. 

The Bishop of Xew York addressed a let- 
ter to the Pope, signed by himself and some 
of Ids suffrJgans, saying thut it has 
come to their knowledge that a 
threat had b°en made to tho Pope 
that a cult-urk.nnpf would break out in 
America if t lie Fope ventured to condemn 
the arrangement lately made by Archbishop 
Ireland for the schools at Faribault and 
Stillwater, Minnesota. 

In his reply, the l'ope stated distinctly 
that nobody ever made him such a threat. 
Upon receipt of this, the Archbishop of 
New York, in order to prove his point, 
collected a number of questions from 
Iho memorial of tho Arc libwkr.p of 
St. Paul, and tho letter of Car- 
dinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, that seemed 
to bear a different sense, and forwarded 
them to show the members of tho S icred 
college, wrapped up in separate copies 
of the letter of the l'ope, in 
order to show by contrast the mis- 
take of the Pope, but the questions arc 
not to the point, for in none of them does 
either Cardinal Gibbons or Archbishop Ire- 
land ever 8ay to the Fope that in America 
culturkampf would follow the condemnation 
of the arrangements of the schools of Fari- 
bault and Stillwater. They only allude 
in a general way to a remote danger over- 
hanging the Church in America, it certain 
false pretensions made there recently were 
permitted to grow, 

This is evident to anyone having an op- 
portunity of reading the quotation given 
by Archbishop Corrigan in tneir own place 
in the proper context. Besides it is plainly 
absurd to any reflecting mind, that in a 
country iib wise and practical as America, 
the condemnation by the l'ope of two small 
schools, could provoke ul] Culturkampf to 
remove nil possibility of equi vo- 
cation. Archbishop Corrigan might 
publi.-h the letter ho addressed lo tho 
Pop--, and then the public could see for 
Itself how exact is the statement of the 
Pope, for his reply wus made to that letter 
and not to the memorial of the Archbishop 
of St. Paul, nor to the letter of Cardinal 
Gibbons. The step has caused a most pain- 
ful impression here, and it ia regarded as an 
act of great disrespect to His Holiness.
